Coldstream was one of the fastest colts of recent years. At Churchill Downs May 4 
of his 2-year-old season he won by four lengths and set a new track record of :5225 for 
4'2 furlongs. He won the Bashford Manor Stakes by five lengths, five furlongs in :5925. 
At Belmont Park May 5 he won easily, 4!) furlongs in :52. He finished fourth, beaten 
about a half-length, in the Juvenile Stakes, after being knocked back badly and forced 
to take up. He won the Hyde Park Stakes at Arlington Park after getting away in a 
very bad tangle and racing on the outside of a 19-horse field all the way. In the Arling- 
ton Futurity he was lying second at the turn when he ran out and lost all chance. In the 
Saratoga Special he was in close quarters, but dead-heated with Red Rain for first place. 
He was again unlucky in the Hopeful Stakes, and his chances were spoiled by a rough 
trip. At Belmont Park he won the Nursery Handicap, second division, six furlongs in 
1:10*; under 120 pounds. He was unplaced in the Futurity and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. At three, 1936, he finished third in the Clark Handicap, fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby, but bowed a tendon and pulled up very lame in the Suburban Handicap. His 
complete record: 17 starts, six wins, one second, two thirds, $17,650 won.

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Fouling in High Places 

OST of the stewards on American race 

courses have been to a school which taught 
them that it is bad manners to keep butting 
into the affairs of racing. Their function is to 
lend dignity to the occasion and to give the 
bettors a feeling that their interests are being 
watched over most zealously. It is permissible 
for them to wag fingers or slap wrists if jockeys 
go too far and throw rocks at one another dur- 
ing a race. But they are to disqualify horses 
only on the utmost provocation—and not at all 
in big stakes races, 

In Maryland, however, there has been a de- 
parture from this orthodoxy. There was an 
occasion when even the great Earl Sande was 
set down and his mount disqualified out of third 
money in the Pimlico Futyrity. Sande had a 
good defense, and many felt he was not at 
fault, but he was four months on the ground. 
Last week Eddie Arcaro, no great ruffian as 
jockeys go, had the misfortune to be seen by 
the Pimlico stewards while he was riding Privi- 
leged and some other horses in the Pimlico 
Futurity. Privileged, even though he was favor- 
ite, was disqualified out of first money and 
Arcaro was set down, his case referred to the 
Maryland Racing Commission, which extended 
the suspension to four months. 

We take no delight in seeing a good horse 
win a race on the track and lose it in the 
stewards’ stand. Nor do we have any animus 
again jockeys. Neither do we have any opinion 
to state as to the merits of this particular case, 
or whether any punishment or disqualification 
was indicated. But our hats are off to Stew- 
ards Frank J. Bryan, George Brown, Jr., and 
A. G. Weston because they take it simply as 
a matter of course that a foul means a dis- 
qualification, regardless of what the race is, 
regardless of how many people are looking on. 

It is possible, of course, that the Pimlico 
stewards deserve no_- special commendation. 
Perhaps the foul in this case was of so flagrant 
a nature that a disqualification would have re- 
sulted even if it had happened in the Kentucky 
Derby or the Santa Anita Handicap. But at least 
the stewards have served notice on jockeys that 


the racing rules have not been repealed in 
Maryland, and they have set an example for 
officials in other states to ponder on. 

It is the rankest sophistry which teaches 
racing operators and officials that disqualifica- 
tions are to he avoided because they might dis- 
please the public. The way to please the public 
is to give everybody a fair deal. 

Such statements would seem to be so plati- 
tudinous as to make it unnecessary to utter 
them. But not so. The fact of the matter is 
that a strange sort of philosophy has arisen 
which teaches that, if a foul is committed, the 
less done and said about it the better. This 
belief is subscribed to by many officials and 
track operators, and it is a sincere conviction 
with them. 

With us it doesn’t make sense.

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A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 

CTOBER 29. The victim of the assault and 

battery case among the mares yesterday is 
today a great deal easier, thanks to hot water 
fomentations and liberal use of icthyol ointment. 
Though it was very cold here this morning with 
a crisp white frost, it was a good deal pleasanter 
this afternoon, so the mare and a quiet compan- 
ion shared a small paddock for an hour or two. 
She'll be all right in a day or two now. Took 
our new sire out for a look at the farm today. 
He jogged along for about eight miles behind the 
road cart in which I was riding, his groom lead- 
ing him, and apparently thoroughly enjoyed the 
outing. Nothing in the world upsets his equa- 
nimity and he now runs out as he chooses night 
and day. his box being in his paddock. The 
weanlings are noisy and sad-looking tonight, for 
they are in empty stalls with nothing but their 
water buckets. Tomorrow they'll be treated for 
worms, each getting a dose of carbon tetrachlo- 
ride followed by glauber salts. The new stallion 
will get a ball and will have his teeth fixed at 
the same time while the veterinarian is here. 


OCTOBER 30. Well, our poor weanlings and 
ourselves got badly fooled, for our veterinarian 
got in a jam as a witness in an accident case, so 
we got no worming done this day, and we’ll have 
it all to go through with again on Monday. The 
foals were well tucked up too, sad to say. As 
all were perforce indoors we finished up with the 
registration applications. Of course we really 
should have done this sooner but the deadline is 
October 31 and the foals change their colors so 
much as they grow older that one usually awaits 
the last moment before finally finishing the job. 
Twenty-five blanks had to be filled in, and it is 
good to note that there’s going to be a deal less 
of misapprehension about who bred a horse, now 
that there is a separate line for this information 
in the blank, and it is clearly stated that the 
owner of the mare at the time of the foal’s birth 
is the breeder of the foal. Of course we breed- 
ers do not all agree with this rule for it seems to 
me that the man whose brain conceived the 
mating of the sire and dam of a great horse, and 
then had bad luck and had to sell his mare while 
in foal, is entitled to the lion’s share of the 
credit for breeding the horse. 


OCTOBER 31. In the mail today comes a note 
from an eastern breeder who last spring lost a 
good foal from a 9-year-old mare due to the 
mare’s not allowing her foal—-her first one—to 
nurse at all. My correspondent asks me how I 
would have handled the situation. He had tried 
a foster mother and raising the foal by hand. 
Well, in the first place the mare apparently had 
no maternal instincts from some cause. Now it 
sometimes occurs that old mares do not take to 
motherhood well, though this condition is rare 
in my experience. Then often a mare will some- 
times have a tightly distended udder that causes 
her great pain when the foal tries to nurse her, 
and if she is new at the game that makes it 
worse. If the udder seems to be taut it is, wise 
to hold up the near fore leg and draw some of 
the milk gently from the mare to soften the 
udder, massaging that organ the while with the 
milk. If the mare will not allow the foal near 
her then, put a twitch on her and hold her thus 
until the foal can give her a good rooting over, 
holding up the fore leg at the same time. This

may have to be done for a day or two while the 
foal sucks but it will not be long usually before 
the mare comes around as she should. If the 
mare will not let the foal suck and the little one 
is losing heart, draw some of her milk into a 
clean warm pan and put a nipple on a baby’s 
bottle and try to feed it that way; it’s incon- 
venient and a slow job, I'll admit. The milk can 
be strengthened by the addition of a well beaten 
up egg and a dash of whiskey. It’s important 
that the foal should not be allowed to get weak. 
As to the foster mother, if one is available, she 
will be invaluable, but first get some of her milk 
and feed the foal on it for a feed or two and 
rub the mare’s milk on the foal’s face and tail 
so that she will get the smell. If the foster 
mother has just foaled, take her placenta, or 
afterbirth, and wrap it around the foal you want 
her to take, and there should not be much diffi- 
culty, but take no chances of her kicking the 
foal. It’s by scent, not sight, that mares know 
their offspring. 


NOVEMBER 1. Another busy Sunday showing 
off the stallions and mares.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS : 


Dame Rumor Denied 
LONDON, OCTOBER 25. 


EWMARKET has been described as “Dame 

Rumor’s headquarters,” and invariably at 
this period of the season, there are stories being 
retailed of changes imminent in at least two 
of the biggest stables. Egerton and Stanley 
House, controlled respectively by W. Jarvis and 
C. Leader, are the establishments concerned. 


Retained for the Thoroughbreds owned by King 
Edward and his brother-in-law Lord Harewood, 
it has been insistently rumored that W. Jarvis 
intends setting up as a public trainer, and the 
knowledge that several yearlings, the property 
of Esmond Harmsworth and M. E. de St. Alary, 
a steward of the French Jockey Club, are due to 
arrive at the Royal Stables appeared to support 
this contention. Another story inferred that the 
King contemplated a change and was desirous 
of his horses being transferred to Stanley House, 
so joining Lord Derby’s team with College 
Leader. All of which is pure fabrication, as the 
following facts will show. 

Actually several changes are pending, chiefly 
that the King intends extending his patronage of 
National Hunt Sport of which he is a great lover. 
Marconi, winner of the National Hunt Juvenile 
Steeplechase at Cheltenham, is to continue under 
the care of the Wroughton trainer and polo 
player Major ‘Rattle’ Barrett, and probably will 
be joined by the Ascot and Doncaster winner 
Fairey, a well bred 38-year-old, rather unreliable 
these days, and for whom it is thought a course 
of hurdling would prove beneficial. 

Slam, a grey 5-year-old Winalot gelding, is to 
be recruited to jumping and leaves in the near 
future for the Atherstone training quarters of 
Harry Brown, the one-time famous amateur 
rider, who, along with Jack Anthony, acted as 
tutor to King Edward when as Prince of Wales 
he was so enthusiastic about riding across coun- 
try. It is possible that the 4-year-old Firestone 
may have his attention turned to hurdling. 

The Royal stable plans for next season on the 
flat are in the course of completion. One thing 
is assured. The King’s horses will continue under 
the control of Jarvis at Egerton House along 
with those of Lord Harewood, for whom last 
year’s retainer as rider has been renewed with 
A. Richardson. As His Majesty is also desirous 
of retaining the services of a jockey, search is 
being made by Jarvis for the right talent at a 
convenient weight. It is on the cards that J. 
Crouch, a capable apprentice trained in the fa- 
mous Stanley Wootton school, may reach the 
height of every jockey’s ambition by donning the 
Royal livery. <A quiet, unassuming lad, possess- 
ing a natural ability in the saddle, Crouch seales 
107 pounds, has youth on his side, and can be 
depended upon to get the best out of his mounts. 

A popular victory was registered by His Maj- 
esty’s filly, Fairlead, in the Hwfa Williams Me- 
morial Handicap at Sandown Park last week. 
The daughter of Fairway and Scuttle carried the 
colors of Lord Derby, who leased all the King’s 
horses for the period of Court mourning, and it 
was the eleventh success gained by the animals 
this flat race season. It is unlikely that any 
other horses owned by His Majesty will run on 
the flat this year. They will carry the Royal 
purple next season.

Newbury Sport 


HE running of Sir Abe Bailey’s 2-year-old 

Cold Scent was the subject of an inquiry by 
the Newbury stewards on October 23. Cold 
Scent, a son of Foxlaw, is trained by J. Lawson 
in the Manton stable. The colt had won a high- 
class nursery at Doncaster, and later ran fourth 
in a field of 14 in a similar event at Newmarket. 
At Newbury, on the date named, Cold Scent won 
the October Nursery (seven furlongs), value 
1,124 sovereigns, with the greatest ease from a 
top-class field of 25, starting at the nice price of 
13 to 2 against. The form was a big advance on 
that shown at Newmarket a fortnight previously, 
and the stewards interviewed Joe Lawson and 
Jockey Tommy Weston on the matter. As a re- 
sult of the inquiry, Weston was reported to the 
Jockey Club stewards. 

This Newbury meeting provided far and away 
the best sport of last week. The Ormonde Plate, 
a mile affair for 3-year-olds, was won by William 
Woodward's colt Flares (by Gallant Fox out of 
Flambino) by a length and a half from Lord 
Astor’s gelding Corpach, the winner of his five 
previous races. These two were conceding lumps 
of weight to the other six winners, none of which, 
however, can be rated of much account. 

Corpach, a son of Coronach out of Plymstock, 
is something of an “ugly duckling,” but he is 
thoroughly game and consistent, and it was a 
highly meritorious performance on the part of 
Flares to concede him three pcunds and a beat- 
ing. The significance of the race, however, is 
that it reflects so much credit on Wychwood 
Abbot and Suzerain. At Newmarket Second 
October meeting, in the Champion Stakes, Wych- 
wood Abbot, at weight for age, defeated Flares 
handsomely by three lengths. A fortnight earlier, 
in the Newmarket St. Leger, Anthony de Roths- 
child’s Suzerain (by Son-in-Law out of Hege- 
mony) met Flares at level weights and trounced 
him by five lengths. I believe that Suzerain will 
be among the Ascot Gold Cup entries, and there 
is every indication that the colt will train on into 
a grand type of staying 4-year-old. 

Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, who trains Flares, 
is having the most successful season of his ca- 
reer. He is second in the list of winning train- 
ers with 53,180 sovereigns won in stakes, to date, 
about 7,000 sovereigns behind the Manton chief, 
Joe Lawson. 

There was not a great deal of excitement over 
the Newbury Autumn Handicap, a mile and a 
half affair worth 1,250 sovereigns to the winning 
owner. Petit Bleu, a 4-year-old son of Papyrus, 
ridden by Gordon Richards, scored cleverly by 
three parts of a length from the Cesarewitch 
failure, Weathervane, with Spinifex half a length 
away third, John James fourth, Jesmond Dene, 
Coup de Roi, Hands Off, and Black Domino 
among the unplaced. Weathervane ran a fine 
trial for the Derby Cup to be run on November 
20, and the distance of that race, one mile and 
three-quarters, should be more to the liking of 
Weathervane than Near Relation, which figures 
as nominal favorite for the event.

Photographic Ambassador 


OME of my readers will have seen the ad- 
mirable film made by Guy Hart of American 
racing and stud farms. In company with E. E. 
Coussell, the honorary secretary of the British 
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Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association, and some 
journalistic colleagues, I had the pleasure of see- 
ing this film in Mr. Hart’s London hotel on the 
Monday of Cesarewitch week. The shots of well 
known stallions on the farms of Messrs. Han- 
cock, Widener, and Whitney I found of great 
interest, particularly when old race course favor- 
ites in the handsome grey *Royal Minstrel and 
the dapper *Sickle were shown. 

Mr. Hart will have a hundred feet or so of 
Newmarket racing and studs to add to his film 
as the result of his visit to our Turf headquar- 
ters on the day that the Middle Park Stakes was 
run. I told him that he would probably have the 
pleasure of seeing Mr. Woodward’s grand colt, 
Perifox, winning, but the youngster was virtual- 
ly left at the post, and it was Lord Derby’s colt 
Fair Copy which won the race. I have not seen 
Mr. Hart since his visit to Newmarket, but he 
writes me that Captain Boyd-Rochfort showed 
him every courtesy, so I am hoping that he has 
a few photographs of some of our celebrated 
stallions. At all events, his film of the racing 
will indicate the “great open spaces” over which 
they gallop at Newmarket. Truly, as Mr. Hart 
remarked when seeing the straightaway, staring 
stretch of the Cambridgeshire nine furlongs 
course, it is not a track for faint-hearted horses! 

Mr. Hart is a real enthusiast, what I would 
term an ambassador of the Turf. We tried all 
we could to obtain for him a permit to take 
photographs within the enclosures at Newmar- 
ket, but without success. A great many years 
ago, a high dignitary of the State, who was pre- 
sumably engaged on the country’s business that 
day, was photographed with a lady in the New- 
market paddock. The publication of this snap 
gave great offense to the gentleman concerned, 
and from that day to this, no photographer has 
been allowed in any of the enclosures. Press 
men have to photograph the races from the 
Heath—which is common land, open to the pub- 
lic—with the result that we rarely get a snap 
of Newmarket racing that conveys anything. No 
one has seen a photograph of the paddock, or of 
horses being paraded or the scenes as a big race 
winner is unsaddled. Truly, the Jockey Club 
does not seek to popularize, through press pub- 
licity, their own race meetings. 

We have grown accustomed to this ban on 
photographers, and accept it as a matter of 
course, but it seemed churlish when the authori- 
ties refused to grant any facilities to Mr. Hart, 
particularly in view of the handsome manner in 
which certain of my colleagues have been enter- 
tained on American tracks. However, that is 
how the case stands with Newmarket, and Mr. 
Hart, in the best sporting spirit, tramped the 
Heath and made the most of his chances at long- 
range. 

I hope you will like them, and I hope also that 
when he is over here again we shall be able to 
arrange for some Jockey Club members to see 
Mr. Hart’s American race film so that they can 
appreciate its propaganda value. 


RECOVERY 

In the Liverpool Hurdle, in 1935, Ben Warner’s 
Henri’s Choice fell, broke his neck about six 
inches behind the ears. Horses so injured are 
usually destroyed, but owner Warner put Henri’s 
Choice in the hands of veterinarians, got a com- 
plete cure. In February of this year Henri’s 
Choice raced at Newbury was unplaced. On 
November 8, at Alexandra Park, Henri’s Choice 
beat a field of four in the Finchley Selling Plate.

MARYLAND 


PIMLICO 


ACING in Maryland enters its last phase for 

1936 on November 12, when Bowie’s second 
meeting opens. Pimlico, which had only a nine- 
day session this fall, brought its venture to a 
close on Armistice Day, November 11, with 
the Walden Handicap featuring closing day. 
Complete figures for the Pimlico meeting will 
not be available for some time, but indications 
were that it would be very much of a success. 
At the end of the first three days, paid admis- 
sions totaled $20,554.17, while the first three 
days in the 1935 fall meeting, though a Satur- 
day was included, came to but $18,900.75. Bet- 
ting for these three days averaged about $302,- 
000 daily, while the 1935 meeting, for the same 
time, averaged but $249,371. Attendance and 
weather stood up together through the sixth 
day (Saturday, November 7), with betting on 
Saturday estimated at $500,000, so that Pimlico’s 
success this fall is assured. 

The best 2-year-olds of the year, Pompoon 
excepted, met in the Pimlico Futurity on No- 
vember 4, and good handicap horses contested 
the Riggs Handicap on November 7. Programs 
generally have been very good, since the com- 
petition from New York tracks is no longer 
making a shortage of good horses at the Mary- 
land ovals. The Walden Handicap, for 2-year- 
olds at 1 1-16 miles, was the feature of closing 
day, and the 117 nominations for this event in- 
cluded most of the best juveniles of the year, 
with the exception of Privileged and the Milky 
Way Farm Stable juveniles. 


MATEY’S PIMLICO FUTURITY 

Those who have wondered, privately or in 
print, what a jockey must do to get his mount 
disqualified in an important American race, 
found out at Pimlico November 3, when Calumet 
Farm Stable’s Privileged was disqualified after 
finishing a nose in front of Walter M. Jeffords’ 
Matey in the fifteenth running of the Pimlico 
Futurity ($15,000 added, 2-year-old colts and 
fillies, 1 1-16 miles). 

Ten colts accepted for the rich event, starters 
carrying 122 pounds each except Matey, which 
carried 119 pounds under a condition of the race 
which provides a_ three-pound allowance for 
starters whose dams have not produced winners 
at the time of closing of the entries. The strong 
favorite was Privileged, a *Sir Gallahad III colt, 
whose successes in the Champagne Stakes, Ards- 
ley and Nayatt Handicaps and second in the 
Futurity had marked him as one of the best 
juveniles of the season. There was not a great 
deal in the race to indicate that Privileged might 
not have won fairly had Jockey Eddie Arcaro 
devoted as much attention to his own mount as 
to the other horses in the field. 

He did not break alertly, was shuffled back 
slightly going to the first turn. At that point he 
minimized his poor position by slamming Flying 
Cross against the inside fence, striking Yellow 
Tulip a bit more lightly, but hard enough to tear 
Charley Kurtsinger’s bcot against the inner 
rail. At this point E. R. Bradley’s Billionaire, 
by Black Toney, was streaking along in the 
lead, with Supremador, a Supremus colt from 
Foxcatcher Farms Stable, challenging strongly 
beside him. Eli Yale and Yellow Tulip also were 
well up, and farther back Matey and Brooklyn, 
the latter, a Blue Larkspur colt, coupled with 
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Billionaire to form the Bradlley entry, were 
settling into stride. 

Down the back stretch Arcaro concentrated 
on his own mount, though it seemed later that 
stewards had already marked him for disquali- 
fication. Privileged went up rapidly, and had 
reached fourth place at the quarter-pole. Bil- 
lionaire had finished Supremador, but swung 
wide entering the stretch. Through the gap 
Arcaro shot Privileged, and was suddenly in the 
lead. But behind him Matey, driven by Harry 
Richards, was now running powerfully and Brook- 
lyn was beginning to come up behind his tiring 
stablemate. The rest were out of it, though 
Yellow Tulip and Supply House were still run- 
ning hard. 

At the eighth-pole Privileged was a length and 
a half in front. Matey, coming determinedly on 
the outside, crept up to his flank, his saddle 
cloth, his neck. Arcaro suddenly stopped whip- 
ping, thrust out his right hand in front of the 
nose of the Jeffords colt. He may or may not 
have touched him; certainly the colt ceased 
gaining, and Privileged went under the wire a 
nose in front, in a finish so close that the camera 
was necessary for the placing. The Bradley pair 
took third and fourth places, with Brooklyn a 
length and a haif behind Matey, a length in 
front of Billionaire. Yellow Tulip, a head farther 
back, outlasted Supply House for fifth place. 
Behind the leaders followed Supremador, Eli 
Yale, Grey Gold, and Flying Cross, the latter 
bleeding badly from a ruptured artery in his 
stifle and other cuts, suffered when he was put 
into the fence at the first turn. 

Into the stewards’ stand went Arcaro and 
Richards, Coucci and Kurtsinger, and _ other 
riders. Down came Privileged’s number, and 
Matey was declared the winner, with Brooklyn 
second, Billionaire third, Yellow Tulip fourth. 
After the race Steward Al. G. Weston said: 
“When questioned, Arcaro said that Matey was 
crowding him, and that he was afraid the horse 
would put him over the fence. That sounded 
silly, for the two horses were almost in the 
middle of the race track, nowhere near the 
fence.” On the following day, Steward Frank 
J. Bryan stated that Arcaro, in addition to his 
foul against Matey, had also fouled Flying Cross, 
Brooklyn, and Yellow Tulip. Arcaro was sus- 
pended, his case referred to the Maryland Rac- 
ing Commission, and for the first time during 
this season of rough races which included the 
Santa Anita Handicap and the Kentucky Derby, 
the winner of an important race was disqualified.

Matey was foaled February 9, 1934, at Fara- 
way Farm, Lexington. He has started nine 
times, won three races, finished second once, 
third once, and has earned $26,650. He was a 
slow beginner, is obviously improving toward 
the end of the season, for his three wins were 
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his latest starts, and the two occasions he placed 
were in the three previous starts. Tavy, bred by 
Greentree Stable, was sold at the Lexington Fall 
Sales of 1931 for $525 to Charles W. Williams, 
of Maryland, from whose hands she went to Mr. 
Jeffords. She won two races at two, was not 
raced thereafter. She has produced but one 
earlier foal, which has not won. Alster Cress 
won in England, and is dam of the winners 
Navigator (23 wins including Colorado, Great 
American Stakes, Pontchartrain, Kings County, 
Albany, Southampton Handicaps), Moonraker 
(16 wins, including Latonia Inaugural, Tia 
Juana, New Year’s Handicaps), and *Santiago, 
and the producers Cressida, *Sunfish, and 
*Cardamine. Alster Cress was sister to Belle- 
fontaine, winner in England and dam of Vindex 
(stakes winner and sire), and Lisa (Tomboy 
Handicap). Hamburg Belle won Futurity, Rose- 
bud, Criterion Stakes, Coney Island Handicap, 
and also produced the winners King Hamburg 
(Michaelmas Handicap, Duke of Connaught 
Cup), Water Belle (also producer and grandam 
of the stakes winner Wormwold), and Meteorite. 


BILLY BEE SURPRISES 

Favorites have done none too well at Pimlico 
this year, though there have been no great num- 
ber of startling upsets. One of the latter, how- 
ever, came in the tenth running of the Baltimore 
Handicap ($2,500 added, all ages, six furlongs), 
when Bomar Stable’s Billy Bee (108), a 4-year- 
old son of Jean Valjean, outsprinted three 3- 
year-olds from start to finish. The odds-on 
favorite, Howard Bruce’s Jay Jay (3-y-o, 115) 
was away last, and though he made up ground 
consistently thereafter, the Wise Counsellor 
gelding lacked a head of catching Billy Bee, 
which was outside choice at more than 8 to 1. 
Third was Mrs. Walter M. Jeffords’ Indomitable 
(3-y-0, 112), which ran a game race to finish 
a length behind Jay Jay, six lengths in front 
of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Sobriety (3-y-0, 106), the 
only other starter. Jockey Maurice Peters rode 
the winner. Time, :23%5, :4815, 1:1345, track 
muddy. Stakes division, $2, 120, $500, $300, $100.

Under the Rose won at two, and has 
also produced the winner Jack Patches, winner 
of nine races at two and three 1936. These are 
her first two foals. Under the Rose is sister to 
the winners Sweet Genevieve and Ricciardo. 
Yellow Blossom is dam of Yellow Tulip, winner 
of the Wyandotte Handicap at Detroit last Sep- 
tember, and further particulars of the pedigree 
appeared in connection with that race, in THE 
BLOOD-HORSE of September 12, page 276. 


ROMAN SOLDIER’S RIGGS HANDICAP 


The Havre de Grace Handicap, the Washing- 
ton Handicap, and the Riggs Handicap make up 
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the three most important stakes for handicap 
performers over a distance of ground in the 
Maryland fall season. Sweeping the three this 
season, for the first time in the history of the 
stakes, Elwood Sachsenmaier’s Roman Soldier 
established himself as the top of the handicap 
division in Maryland this autumn. The Havre 
de Grace he won, under 118 pounds, from Dis- 
covery, Whereaway, Dark Hope, and others. 
The Washington Handicap he won, under 117 
pounds, from Time Supply, *Azucar, Memory 
Book, Fair Knightess, and others. The Riggs 
Handicap ($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
13-16 miles), run on November 7, found him 
assigned 122 pounds, giving weight to Greentree 
Stable’s Memory Book (3-y-o, 115), Foxcatcher 
Farms Stable’s Gold Seeker (3-y-o0, 109), E. D. 
Shaffer’s Floradora (3-y-o, 110), and C. V. Whit- 
ney’s Piccolo (3-y-o, 109), as well as to the older 
horses Thursday (112) and Esposa (109). 

When Floradora flashed away from the gate 
at a stiff pace, Jack Westrope elected to hold 
the *Cohort colt back. At the same time he was 
careful not to let the leaders steal away from 
him, and though Roman Soldier was fourth after 
a half-mile, he was but a length behind the 
leader. At the end of six furlongs Floradora, 
still leading, was weakening slightly, as was 
Esposa, which had been forcing the pace to that 
point. Roman Soldier, now third, was ready to 
go to the front as the leaders tired, and he 
turned into the stretch leading by a half-length. 
Memory Book, close throughout, made a hard 
run at him through the stretch, but Roman 
Soldier drew away to win by a length and a 
half. From last place Gold Seeker drove up to 
take third place, three-fourths of a length be- 
hind the Greentree colt, two lengths in front 
of Floradora. In order followed Esposa, Thurs- 
day, Piccolo. Time, :2325, :4735, 1:1235, 1:3835, 
1:5844, track fast. Stakes division, $6,720, 
$1,500, $750, $350.

SUSPENSIONS AT PIMLICO 

Pimlico’s nine-day meeting, producing im- 
portant developments in the 2-year-old and han- 
dicap divisions, proved almost as exciting in the 
matter of jockey suspensions. Eddie Arcaro 
opened the program, on November 3, by getting 
suspended for the rest of the meeting for foul 
riding on Privileged in the Pimlico Futurity. 
His case was referred to the Maryland Racing 
Commission, which extended the suspension to 
five months, to March 31, 1937. Two days later 
Eddie DeCamillas was suspended for the meet- 
ing, for foul riding. On November 6 Jockey 
Jimmy Stout was suspended for foul riding, and 
the Maryland Racing Commission extended this 
suspension to December 11. Ira Hanford, ap- 
prentice who rode Bold Venture to victory in 


the Kentucky Derby, was suspended on the 
following day for foul riding, and on November 
9, next racing day, Jack Westrope was fined $50, 
suspended for the meeting (two days). On 
November 7 stewards debated the case of 
Sammy Renick, Vanderbilt contract rider, who 
had taken himself off his mounts on that day 
to go te Louisville to ride Privileged in the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes. He had not secured 
releases from owners of five horses he was 
booked to ride at Pimlico, but stewards finally 
decided not to impose a suspension. 
MEETINGS IN MARYLAND 

Two Thoroughbred organizations met in Mary- 
land last week, made slight changes in their offi- 
cers, adjourned without other important action. 
On November 5 the American Trainers’ Associa- 
tion met in Baltimore, re-elected Preston M. 
Burch president, thus exploding a report that 
had been afoot that he would lose this office. 
To the board of directors were elected Dr. J. 
Fred Adams, Catonsville, Md.; Mose Lowenstein, 
trainer for Leo J. Marks; and J. P. (Doc) Jones. 
Major Goss L. Stryker, former member of the 
board, was not re-elected, will continue to serve 
as secretary of the association. 

At Pimlico November 7 the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association held a meeting, with Presi- 
dent Chester F. Hockley presiding, considered pos- 
sible steps for the improvement of racing and 
breeding in Maryland. Major Stryker was made 
secretary, replacing Charles W. Williams, who 
resigned the position as the result of a decision 
to spend the winter in Arizona. 


MASSACHUSETTS 

BETTING IN BOSTON 
ORSE and dog tracks divided almost evenly 
the wagering in Massachusetts this year, 
according to the State’s racing commission. Both 
showed considerable increases over 1935. A total 
of $48,319,024 was wagered in 1936, as against 
$34,579,420 last year. Of this slightly more than 
$26,000,000 was bet at Suffolk Downs (Boston) 
and Agawam Park (Springfield), only horse rac- 
ing tracks in the State. The remaining $22,000,- 
000 was wagered at dog tracks, of which the 
State has three. The total number of racing days 
at the dog tracks, however, was considerably 
greater than the days of horse racing. The 
State’s tax in 1936 totaled $2,158,516, as against 
$1,614,985 in 1935. Attendance figures this sea- 
son, at both horse and dog tracks, totaled 2,542,- 

740, as compared to 2,140,803 in 1935. 

TEXAS 
ARLINGTON DOWNS 

HE 33-day racing meeting at Arlington 
Downs, most pretentious of the Texas tracks, 
reached its mid-point November 10. A good part of 
the meeting has had but indifferent weather, but on 
November 7 a fast track made for good racing, 
though cloudy weather still threatened the track 
with more rain. Fairly good cards were offered 
during the week which ended last Saturday, and 
some interest attached to the fourth race on 
Thursday, November 5, when the Australian-bred 
*Pillow Fight, thus far an unsuccessful invader, 
got back to the races again, running now under 
the colors of Three D’s Stock Farm _ Stable. 
Though it was reported that the son of Night 
Raid was working well, *Pillow Fight did not 
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extend himself, finished last in a race won by 
the Jock colt, Empty Bottle. The race was run 
in new track record time of 1:11%5, but since the 
present oval at Arlington Downs is a new one, 
track records fall every day the track is not 
slow. 

Several good races supported the stakes event 
on Saturday. An allowance race for 2-year-olds 
went to Grey Count, Millsdale Stable’s son of 
Reigh Count, and Motor City Stable (Louis J. 
Lepper) got a victory in the six-furlong over- 
night handicap for 3-year-olds and up with Ap- 
pealing, a Wise Counsellor colt. Both Grey 
Count, at 61, furlongs, and Appealing equaled 
track records. First long-distance event of the 
meeting was run the same day, for platers at 
1%, miles. The winner, owned by Mrs. R. J. 
Murphy. was Jawapa, a 4-year-old gelded son of 
Rolled Stocking, bred by J. W. Parrish, of Mid- 
way, Ky. 


SOUTHWEST FUTURITY 


Originally planned as a futurity for Texas- 
bred juveniles, Arlington Downs’ early closing 
2-year-old race has been renamed the Southwest 
Futurity, opened to 2-year-olds bred and owned 
in Texas and Oklahoma, guaranteed a purse of 
$3,500, set at a distance of six furlongs. However, 
only Texas-bred horses started in the third run- 
ning, with three of them owned by Guy and Paul 
Waggoner’s Three D’s Stock Farm Stable. As 
usual the Waggoner stable dominated the run- 
ning, and even the feat of placing them one-two- 
three was not a new one in the history of the 
event. Although called the third running of the 
event, the same race, under various names and 
conditions, has been run seven times. In 1930, 
no Three D’s horse finished in the money. In 1931 
Three D’s took second and third; in 1932 it was 
one-two; in 1933 one-two-three. In 1934 Three 
D’s had the winner only; and last year sent out 
three horses to run first, third, and fourth. This 
year the order of finish for the Three D’s horses 
was: Gin Daisy (116) first by a length; Heelfly 
(119) second by a length and a half; Pansy’s 
First (116) third by six lengths. The only other 
starters, C. Howell’s Albert Beck (119) and Glad- 
acres Farm Stable’s Kerry Ways (116), were 
fourth and fifth as named. Time, :2325, :47, 
1:1315, track fast. Stakes division, $1,750, $525, 
$210, $140. This lacks $875 of adding up to the 
$3,500 guaranteed purse, but since the Waggoner 
brothers own both Three D’s and Arlington 


Downs, the discrepancy was not important. 
Johnny Longden rode the winner.

and the producers Miss Gadabout, Fifi II, and 
Polly McWiggles (dam of the Futurity winner 
Kerry Patch). Handzarra was sister to three 
winners, including Halifax (Swift Stakes) and 
the good producer Happy Kate. 


ENTRY RUNS ONE-TWO 


Arlington Downs remade its track for the cur- 
rent season, presented an oval which had not 
been raced over before. Hence track records 
come and go during the present meeting, and on 
November 7, with the strip in its best condition 
of the meeting, two track records were equaled, 
one broken, and one set for the 1% mile dis- 
tance, not previously raced over. Fastest race, 
measured by this standard, was the Arlington 
Fall Handicap ($3,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 
11-16 miles). The entry of A. A. Baroni’s Star 
Shadow (112) and Mrs. Baroni’s Ann O’ Ruley 
(111) was made favorite. Ann O’Ruley raced 
well back of the pace which Al G. Tarn’s Faust 
(3-y-o, 107) set for the first mile, and Star 
Shadow trailed the field for the first quarter, 
moved up sluggishly for the next. But both of 
the Baroni horses swept forward as the field went 
into the last turn, reached the stretch in contend- 
ing positions. At the eighth-pole Faust still led 
by two lengths, with Ann O’ Ruley second, a 
head in front of her stablemate. In the closing 
furlong both raced past the tiring Faust, and 
Star Shadow, going fastest, was drawing away 
at the finish, winning by three-fourths of a 
length. Ann O’ Ruley was a neck ahead of Faust, 
with C. E. Davidson’s Navanod (103) fourth, a 
length and a quarter away. The others were 
Woodlander (115), Colonel Ed (104), Blue Train 
(3-y-o, 102), Marynell (111), Biography (112), 
Min Ormont (38-y-0, 102), and Sablin (110). 
Sablin, which had delayed the start until placed 
on the outside, wheeled at the break, would not 
run. Jockey F. Mauro rode the winner. Time, 
72325, :4645, 1:1135, 1:38, 1:4444 (new track 
record), track fast. Stakes division, $3,200, $700, 
$300, $150.

NARRAGANSETT PARK 

HE current week is the closing one at Narra- 

gansett Park, and despite chilly weather 
there is no let-up in the success of the Pawtucket 
track. The pari-mutuel play during the week 
which ended November 7 totaled $2,292,943, for a 
daily average of $382,157, a high figure for a 
meeting as late in the fall as the present one. 
This brought the play for the first 14 days up to 
$5,147,021, an average of $367,644 daily. Origi- 
nally planned to close on Armistice Day, Narra- 
gansett Park received an extension of two charity 
days, one regular day (Saturday), and will run 
through November 14. 

Last regularly carded stakes of the meeting 
was the Wannamoisett Handicap, in which W. 
H. Gallagher’s Rudie raced decisively to a vic- 
tory. Supporting this event was the $1,400 over- 
night Rockland Handicap, in which Miss A. 
Doris’ Lady Higloss won a two-length victory, 
from Party Spirit and Happy Knot, which ran a 
dead heat for second place. The track was slow, 
and the weather cloudy, but about 20,000 persons 
were out for the day's sport. 

VOTE BOY'S FIRST STAKES 

T. F. Swords’ Vote Boy (104) has been racing 
in overnight handicaps and in claiming events 
with prices ranging from $4,000 to $5,000, but 
his last three starts previous to the Block Island 
Claiming Stakes ($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and 
up, six furlongs) had found him badly beaten off. 
At Narragansett Park, on November 4, he was 
consequently a fourth choice in the claiming 
stakes, with Mrs. E. A. Snow's Happy Knot (113) 
a favorite at just above even money. Previous 
races had indicated that the Torchilla gelding 
was at his best when breaking forwardly and 
getting at once to the front, but Jockey F. A.

Dixiana’s Miss 
Prudence (3-y-o0, 10515) was nearest to the pace- 
maker, seemed to have small chance to overhaul 
him. But Vote Boy, allowed to move up steadily, 
had just found his full stride when the leaders 
began tiring. Rushing down the stretch, Vote 
Boy was up in the final sixteenth, pulled out to 
lead Happy Knot by a half-length at the finish. 
Miss Prudence was but a head farther back, a 
half-length in front of Mrs. W. P. Stewart’s Sir 
Quest (3-y-0, 105). The others were Chancer 
(3-y-o, 110), Earl Porter (105), and Calaveras

He raced 
successfully under Trainer Van Dusen’s colors at 
two, was claimed from him at three for $2,000, 
raced a while for Bennet Creech. His present 


owner claimed him from Creech at Suffolk Downs 
last October, for $2,000. In 74 starts in three 
seasons, Vote Boy has won 19 races, finished sec- 
ond nine times, third 16 times, and has earned 
$15,960. Voterina is also dam of T. S. Jordan (38 
wins, including Hawthorne Speed Handicap), 
Mary P. Gardner, Four Sixty, Fourteen Sixty, 
Mary Gardner (also producer), and Flying Vote. 
Tsarina produced five winners, three producers, 
and was sister to Pretty Maiden, grandam of the 
stakes winner and producer Comley. *Katherine 
II won Brocklesby Stakes, and produced the 
stakes winner Petruchio, the winners Bobrinski 
and Orloc, and the good producer Ecatarina.

VIKING CLAIMING STAKES 

Childs and Walker’s Watersplash (109), a 4- 
year-old daughter of *Pot au Feu, won the 
White Mountain Handicap at Rockingham Park 
October 10 over a very muddy track. She did 
not find mud again until the Viking Claiming 
Stakes ($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 
miles) at Narragansett Park November 6. Mak- 
ing the most of the going, Watersplash, ridden 
by Jockey C. Swain, left the post in last place, 
moved up gradually down the back stretch, 
slipped through on the inside rounding the 
stretch turn, and reached the last furlong with 
a half-length lead over the favorite, Mrs. M. C. 
Breen and Mrs. J. W. Garth’s Don Guzman (115). 
Splashing happily along, Watersplash widened 
her lead to a length and a half at the finish, with 
Don Guzman second, a half-length in front of 
Araho Stable’s New Deal (112). Fourth, but 
20 lengths farther back, was Oaktree Stable’s 
Bahamas (115), while up near the eighth-pole

In the Wanna- 
moisett Handicap ($3,500 added, 2-year-olds, one 
mile and 70 yards), Rudie (114) suffered neither 
pinching nor competition from such as Reaping 
Reward or Pompoon. Jockey Kempton Knott 
sent him to the front in the run to the first turn, 
kept him there to the finish, winning by three 
lengths. Second, and much best of the others, 
was Mrs. L. H. Ward’s Prince Sador (110), which 
finished six lengths in front of Araho Stable’s 
Jackie D. (109). Fourth, after trying to force 
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the pace for a half-mile, was Oaktree Stable’s 
Lady Bewithus (113), 20 lengths behind the 
third horse.

Rudie has started 10 times, won five races, 
earned $6,155. All of his winning races have 
found him first at every post; only one of his 
losing starts has found him well placed at any 
stage. Daunt won, and was also second in Bel- 
dame Handicap, third in Autumn Days Stakes, 
and is also dam of the winners Prospect Park, 
Chief Daunt, Prosecutor, and Miss Ginbar, which, 
with Rudie, make up all of her foals of racing 
age. Dauntless won, and also produced the win- 
ners Dower and Kai Feng (Memorial Day Handi- 
cap). She had two foals which did not win, and 
these are the only two, out of 23 foals produced 
by Rudie’s first three dams, which did not win. 
Dauntless is sister to the winners True Flier 
(Suffolk, Cuba Juvenile Stakes, and dam of five 
winners, including the stakes winner Swift and 
True), Fly High, Gyro (Pontchartrain, Mardi 
Gras, Jack L. Dempsey Memorial Handicaps), 
Pitter Pat (Flash Stakes), and Zoom. Ruth Law 
won and produced 13 foals, all of which won, in- 
cluding Croyden (Pimlico Serial, Laurel Stakes, 
Jerome, Manhattan Handicaps), Byrd (Delaware 
Handicap and sire), Crazy Coot (National Stal- 
lion Stakes), and the winners Lawless, Lawless 
Lady, Crasher, and Loop. 


KENTUCKY 
CHURCHILL. DOWNS 
N November 7 Churchill Downs came to the 
end of its 1936 season, announced dates for 
its first meeting in 1937. The fall meeting of 
seven days and one devoted to the Kentucky 
Derby Festival Association could have been no 
great success. Actually only six days of racing 
were held on behalf of the Churchill Downs man- 
agement, as on November 4, for the first time in 
the history of the track, the entire card was 
called off, because of a snow which piled up some 
three or four inches deep over Kentucky. Though 
the track, already muddy, was safe enough for 
horses, a fall in temperature and continued snow 
indicated that patronage would be negligible. 
Hence the entire day of racing was called off, 
enabling the track to save at least the overhead 
for one day. 

The track was still slow on closing day, when 
the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes drew about 
8,000 persons to the Louisville course. Support- 
ing the feature was the $1,000 overnight Brown 
Hotel Handicap, which was won by I. J. Collins’ 
Paradisical, winner of the Kentucky Oaks at 
Louisville in 1935. The stakes event offered a 
good race so far as Reaping Reward and Privi- 
leged were concerned, but presented no such field 
as in 1935, when Red Rain, Hollyrood, Grand 
Slam, Coldstream, He Did, and others went to 
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post. The victory of Reaping Reward provided 
Milky Way Farm with its second victory of the 
day, as Military, a *St. Germans—Killashandra 
colt, half-brother to Mate, had graduated in an 
earlier race. 


SPRING RACE DATES SET 

At a luncheon meeting at Louisville Novem- 
ber 11, the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
fixed the 1987 spring schedule for Kentucky 
tracks. Keeneland, beginning an 11-day meet- 
ing on April 17, will run through April 29. Two 
days later, on May 1, Churchill Downs will start 
a 19-day meeting which will close May 22. There 
will be a one-week intermission in Kentucky rac- 
ing, until Latonia opens on May 29, runs 37 days. 

With dates definitely set, Col. Matt J. Winn, 
executive director of Churchill Downs, announced 


that the Kentucky Derby would be run on May 


8, second Saturday of the meeting, would be 
raised to its pre-depression value of $50,000 
added. He also announced that the Clark Han- 
dicap, which was raised from $2,500 to $5,000 
last spring, would be doubled again, would have 
$10,000 in added money in 1937. <A general in- 
crease in purses for overnight races was also 
promised. Purses for the Kentucky Oaks and 
the Bashford Manor Stakes will remain at $5,000 
added, but the Bashford Manor, for 2-year-olds, 
will be shifted to Wednesday, May 5, instead of 
being run on a Saturday, as has been customary. 

Keeneland, Lexington’s non-profit track, which 
held its successful inaugural meeting in October, 
will offer three stakes with an added value of 
$2,500, and the $5,000 added Blue Grass Stakes, 
which will be run as a Derby trial, probably on 
the last day of the meeting. 


The Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes ($5,000 
added, one mile) in recent years has been the 
outstanding 2-year-old fixture in Kentucky rac- 
ing. The seventeenth running, at Churchill 
Downs Saturday, November 7, brought about a 
meeting between Milky Way Farm  Stable’s 
Reaping Reward, which had defeated Pompoon 
in the New England Futurity, and Calumet 
Farm Stable’s Privileged, which had _ finished 
first in the Pimlico Futurity and had been dis- 
qualified in favor of Matey. The two colts ap- 
peared rather evenly matched, but Reaping Re- 
ward ran coupled with Murph, which had won 
the Bashford Manor Stakes at the spring meet- 
ing at Churchill Downs, and the entry was made 
favorite in the betting at 11 to 10, Privileged 
closing at 3 to 2. The others in the race were 
J. W. Parrish’s Dellor, Shandon Farm Stable’s 
Gold Flag, and Valdina Farm Stable’s Valdina. 
Each starter carried 122 pounds. 

The start was effected within a half-minute 
after the six racers reached the post. Reaping 
Reward, ridden by Alfred Robertson broke on 
top, but by the time the field had emerged from 
the mile chute into the back stretch the little 
son of *Sickle was last, just as he had been 
in the first part of the New England Futurity. 
The battle for the lead was between Privileged 
and Gold Flag, the latter on the inside. Privi- 
leged held a narrow lead until midway of the 
back stretch, when the Sun Flag colt moved to 
the front, with Murph in third position, about a 
length back. On the turn E. Steffen drove Murph 
forward on the inside and gained a narrow lead 
over Privileged. Gold Flag, beginning to tire, 
was pinched back between Murph and Privi- 
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leged and lost several lengths. Privileged stood 
off the challenge of Murph, and at the eighth- 
pole had a lead of a length. But Reaping Re- 
ward now moved into the battle. Robertson had 
taken chances with the *Sickle colt and had kept 
the rail with him down the back stretch and 
around the turn. Fortunate in finding clear run- 
ning space at all points, Reaping Reward had 
closed ground, but had only one horse, Valdina, 
beaten at the quarter-pole. In the next furlong, 
however, Robertson moved him out from the 
rail slightly and began to overtake the others. 
He caught Privileged about a sixteenth of a 
mile from the finish and went on to win by a 
length, his race being almost a duplicate of his 
performance in the New England Futurity. Two 
and a half lengths behind Privileged, Dellor 
finished third, having got up in time to beat 
the tiring Murph a neck for third money. Gold 
Flag and Valdina were many lengths back. 
Time, :231!5, :4725, 1:13%5, 1:40, track slow. 
(Paradisical, a 4-year-old filly carrying 113 
pounds, had won the previous race, at a mile, 


in 1:3915.) Stakes division, $10,140, $1,000,

DOG TRACK IN KENTUCKY 

Last spring, at the insistence of horsemen and 
breeders, the Kentucky legislature repeatedly re- 
jected bills which would have legalized dog rac- 
ing in the state. Back of the bills was Senator 
John T. Murphy, of Covington, who was reputed 
to be financially interested in the sale of a site 
for a dog track, and who was wanted in Ohio 
on a forgery charge. 

That the Kentucky legislature acts in an ad- 
visory rather than a legislative capacity seemed 
apparent October 31, when a dog track which 
had been under construction since mid-summer 
began operation at Tacoma Park, Dayton, Ky. 
Though the meeting was freely advertised, Ken- 
tucky authorities made no move to indicate that 
they felt any responsibility for enforcement of 
the law against dog racing. After Monday 
night’s racing, however, the inclement weather of 
last week forced postponement of racing, but it 
was intended to reopen on Saturday, November 
7. By that time, however, steady prodding of the 


Campbell County Ministerial Association had 
forced some action on Campbell County officials, 
who apparently can not find a dog track unless 
it is called to their attention. Attendance, fur- 
thermore, had been disappointing. Officials of 
the dog track met with their legal counsel, Dan- 
iel W. Davies, on November 7, decided that the 
track would be kept “closed for the present.” 
Said Chief Counsel Davies: 

“The track is closed chiefly on account of the 
inclement weather and this late season, and fur- 
ther because continued operation of the track 
might result in heavy financial loss to the pro- 
moters.” 


WHITNEY HORSES FOR CALIFORNIA 


A dozen horses will comprise the stable which 
will represent Cornelius Vanderbilt Whitney at 
Santa Anita Park this winter. Head Trainer 
Thomas J. Healey, who was at Lexington last 
week-end, announced before returning to Balti- 
more that the string would be composed of Red 
Rain, Bright Plumage, Jabot, Trumpery, Bag- 
pipe, Wingspread, Percent, Lovely Day, Zor, and 
three coming 2-year-olds: Chestnut filly by *St. 
Germans—Avenger, bay filly by *Dis Donc—Miss 
Whisk, and brown filly by *St. Germans—F lying 
Witch. Red Rain, which was a star 2-year-old 
last year, has recovered from a slight bow which 
developed early this season. 

Jack Healey, son of the head trainer, will ar- 
rive Saturday of this week to superintend the 
shipping of the horses the following Monday, and 
will have charge of their training in California. 
Raymond Workman will go along to do the riding. 


IROQUOIS HORSE SHOW 


Snow caused postponement, last week, of the 
Iroquois Horse Show, scheduled for November 5, 
and the event was held on the following day, at 
the farm of Fauntleroy Pursley, about 10 miles 
from Lexington. Entries were considerably more 
numerous than in 1935, and a considerably larger 
crowd was out to watch the events. Most of the 
classes were for hunters, though there were also 
pony and plantation horse classes. The condi- 
tion of the turf made some the jumps precarious, 
but no other than trivial accidents occurred. 
After the morning events, an old-fashioned bar- 
becue was held, with several hundred persons 
attending. Arthur W. Shutts, manager of Green- 
tree Farm, and Allan Long, manager at Dixiana, 
were judges, and Col. Thomas J. Johnston, of 
Washington, Remount chief, assisted Ringmaster 
J. E. Kittrell with some of the classes. 


PRIVILEGED AT FARM 


Calumet Farm Stable’s 2-year-old star, Privi- 
leged, after finishing second to Reaping Reward 
in the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes November 
7, was vanned from Churchill Downs to Calumet 
Farm at Lexington, where he will be let down 
from training. Seven other horses in the Calumet 
Farm Stable were shipped Tuesday of this week 
from Pimlico to the farm. Manager R. D. (Dick) 
McMahon has made tentative plans to send a 
stable of 22 horses to Miami late this month. 


VIGILANTES 

At Franklin, Pa., on November 3, the Utica 
Anti-Horsethief Association held its annual 
meeting, found no reports of horse stealing, 
elected Ellis Smith president, dispersed. They 
think some one may steal a horse next year. 
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TANFORAN CLOSES 


RMISTICE DAY, November 11, marks the 

ending of Tanforan’s successful 25-day meet- 
ing. Through the twenty-first day, betting was 
just a bit short of $3,000,000, with a daily aver- 
age of approximately $130,000. The play was 
mounting gradually as the meeting drew toward 
its close, so that it seemed likely that the $130,000 
mark would be exceeded. 

From Tanforan the Coast racing moves to Bay 
Meadows, which opens Saturday, November 14, 
for another 25 days of racing, on a five-days-a- 
week plan. Though most of the larger stables 
which will be represented at Santa Anita have 
not yet shipped, there will be a considerable num- 
ber of racers from Eastern tracks at Bay Mead- 
ows. The stables of F. A. Carreaud, Anthony 
Pelleteri, T. J. Pendergast, Herbert M. Woolf, H. 
C. Rumage, and others are expected at the San 
Mateo track early in the meeting. Bay Meadows 
has installed a camera for finish photography, 
choosing the Foto-Finish camera which was used 
this summer at Suffolk Downs. 


WILDLAND TOPS TICK ON 

Neil S. McCarthy’s Tick On (122) was a 3-to-5 
favorite in the Half Moon Handicap ($2,500 
added, all ages, one mile and 70 yards) at Tan- 
foran October 31, attempting the longest dis- 
tance he had essayed in his second return to the 
races. Though pounds the best, Tick On was not 
16 pounds (10 pounds by scale) the best, and the 
lightly weighted Wildland (3-y-o0, 106), owned by 
Frank M. Carr, outlasted him through a pro- 
longed stretch duel to win by a head. Five horses 
started in the race, and three of them were in the 
lead at some point. Miss E. Hill’s Grog (3-y-o, 
107) made the pace for a quarter-mile, lost the 
lead to G. T. Williams’ Slapped (113). Then 
Wildland shot up from last place, driven hard 
by Jockey Ralph Neves, to take the lead. 
Through the back stretch Tick On had been in 
close quarters, and though he got through on 
the rail approaching the stretch, he was in deep 
going during the run home, and could not quite 
get to the Wildair gelding. He finished six 
lengths in front of Slapped, which took third 
place by a head from H. C. Hatch’s Uppermost 
(113). Twenty lengths farther back came Grog, 
only other starter. Time, :24, :49, 1:1436, 
1:41%5, 1:4545, track heavy. Stakes division, 
$1,925, $500, $250, $125.

Wildland was unsuccessful in six starts at two, 
though placed in the cheapest company. At the 
Stockton (California) fair, an unrecognized race 
meeting, he could not piace. Last spring, at 
Tanforan, he showed signs of improvement, 
though never as good a performance as his Half 
Moon Handicap. His owner, Frank M. Carr, for- 
mer state senator from Oakland, attributed his 
improvement to dental work, blamed his bad 
earlier showing on an infected molar. In his 


two seasons, Wildland has started 29 times, won 
five races, finished second five times, third four 
times, earned $4,570. He was among the first 
crop of foals sired by Wildair after he was 
bought out of the C. V. Whitney sale in 1931 by 
Henry Potter Russell and moved to California. 
Iolanda, bred by Sanford Stud Farms, was sold 
as a yearling at Saratoga to Max Hirsch, for the 
account of Herbert Pulitzer, for $1,600. Ap- 
parently dissatisfied with her, Mr. Pulitzer sold 
her the following May at a spring sale at Lex- 
ington to Frank Hatch, of Yuba City, California, 
for $500. She never raced, has produced one 
other foal, a 2-year-old by *Normanne, named 
Norlanda, which has won. *Jocasta did not race, 
and has had no winners from her three foals, of 
which one was not named. *Orange Lady pro- 
duced also the winners Matthew and *Ponty- 
pridd (Columbus Day Handicap), and the pro- 


‘ducer *Lacerta. 


PRIMULUS GETS AWAY 


The San Francisco Handicap ($5,000 added, all 
ages, 1 1-16 miles) at Tanforan November 7 
drew a good field, from which race-goers made 
Neil S. McCarthy’s Tick On (124) the favorite, 
apparently wanted no part of F. M. Carr’s Wild- 
land (3-y-0, 110), which had beaten him a head 
a week earlier (See above). H. C. Hatch’s Sweep- 
staff (122) was second choice, and Hynes and 
Beezley’s stretch-running Blue Boot (3-y-o, 113) 
was a well played third. But away in front 
went Frank Smith’s Primulus (3-y-o, 113), which 
had turned back Indian Broom at Longacres last 
summer, had run away from Blue Boot in the 
Yerba Buena Handicap at Tanforan a few weeks 
earlier. For seven furlongs Lady Florise (3-y-o, 
105) held on to her pace, then found it too swift. 
Mrs. I. H. Parke’s Wacoche (114), which had 
been running third, held on gamely but could 
not keep the Sweep On filly from drawing away. 
Wildland, which had been about four lengths be- 
hind the leader at the end of a half-mile, and 
Blue Boot which had been 20 lengths behind 
Wildland, both started running hard through the 
stretch but Primulus had stolen a safe lead. 
Jockey Ralph Neves held her in restraint as 
she passed the finish line six lengths in front 
of Wacoche, which was a nose in front of Wild- 
land. Blue Boot was a half-length farther back. 
Then came Lady Florise, Sweepstaff, and Tick 
On. The On Watch horse had shown a trace of 
the temper which many thought cost him the 
Kentucky Derby in 1932, and which certainly 
caused him a shoulder injury in the Preakness. 
He was sent to the outside, raced wide around 
the first turn, made a strong move through the 
back stretch, then tired under his weight. Time,

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PEDIGREE POINTS 
Equipoise and Myrtlewood 


FEW years ago, when THE BLOOD-HORSE was 

in its infancy as a weekly publication, 
Thomas B. Cromwell, then its editor, featured 
a “mating contest,” in which a prize was of- 
fered to the person who suggested the mare 
whose pedigree appeared most perfectly suited 
to a mating with Reigh Count, then about to 
be retired to the stud. The ‘judge’ of that 
contest was Brownell Combs, whose qualifica- 
tions as an expert were his own carefully 
planned matings and his successful record as a 
breeder. . This year Mr. Combs has had a 
real problem of the same sort on his hands, 
and last week he handed down his decision. He 
is going to breed Myrtlewood to Equipoise.

I suppose that the deciding factor in this 
mating was simply the class of Equipoise. 
Myrtlewood was the best mare of her genera- 
tion, and Equipoise was, everything considered, 
probably the highest-class racer of the last 15 
years. As far as pedigree goes, the strongest 
male elements are those of Peter Pan and 
Broomstick, and these occur on each side of 
the prospective foal’s pedigree. Each parent is 
by a Peter Pan-line stallion out of a Broom- 
stick-line mare. The Broomstick inbreeding is 
the closer. 

It is apparently going to become something of 
a fashion to double up the name of Broomstick 
in pedigrees. It is not a bad idea, for it was 
just such inbreeding which produced Boojum, 
probably the fastest horse this country has 
seen, and Misstep, another very high-class one. 
Several of the mares bred to Equipoise last year 
and this had Broomstick crosses close up, and 
now comes Myrtlewood, so it looks as if some 
of the best get of Equipoise might advertise the 
double cross of Broomstick. 

I presume that Myrtlewood is public property 
to the extent that I can set down my own 
notions as to choosing mates for her without 
being accused of having butted into Mr. Combs’ 
business. There are many other breeders who 
will have a similar problem to consider, though 
they may not have such a mare as Myrtlewood 
to send to such a horse as Equipoise. 

The main reason for inbreeding, as I see it, 
is the consideration that the stallion or mare 
which forms the basis of the inbreeding ;is a 
stronger pedigree factor than the outcrosses 
available. As far as inbreeding itself is con- 
cerned, there is probably no especial advantage 
or disadvantage connected with it, especially 
when it is as far back as it usually is in the 
pedigrees of Thoroughbred horses (Myrtlewood 
is a first cousin once removed of Equipoise).

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The strong sire elements in Myrtlewood’s 
pedigree are those of Black Toney (by Peter 
Pan), *North Star III (by Sunstar), Broom- 
stick, Hamburg, and St. Simon, though she has 
less St. Simon blood than the average good 
horse. (Actually her female ancestors appear to 
be stronger factors than the male, but it is 
usually very difficult to make satisfactory mat- 
ings on the basis of female strains.) The strong- 
est sire elements which are available in America 
and which are missing in the pedigree of Myrtle- 
wood are those of Fair Play, *Rock Sand, 
Swynford, Cyllene, Roi MHerode, Spearmint, 
Hampton, and *Teddy. The pedigree is also 
deficient in Isonomy. None of these strains can 
be said to be less valuable than that of Broom- 
stick. 

The bloodlines I have mentioned have worthy 
representatives now at stud in Kentucky, in- 
cluding *Bull Dog, *Sir Gallahad III, Gallant 
Fox, Chance Play, Chance Shot, Display, *Phara- 
mond II, *Sickle, *Royal Minstrel, *Swift and 
Sure, *Jacopo, *St. Germans, etc. 

Now, I am not going out on a limb to make 
a prediction that Myrtlewood will produce better 
foals when bred to sires representing the sire 
lines I have named than when bred to horses 
representing lines in her own pedigree. One 
mare is not enough basis for such guessing. 
But if there were a hundred mares with pedi- 
grees approximating that of Myrtlewood, I 
could with some confidence predict better re- 
sults from strong outcrosses than from_in- 
breeding. 

I suspect, however, that Mr. Combs plans to 
breed Myrtlewood to several different horses 
during the next few years. And the next time 
I see him I am going to suggest that he breed 
her one year to *St. Germans and pray for a 
filly. Besides the strong lines of Swynford, 
Musket, and Cyllene, the pedigree of *St. Ger- 
mans has a group of mares which surpass even 
those in the family tree of Myrtlewood. John 0’ 
Gaunt, *St. Germans’ grandsire, is out of La 
Fleche. Swynford, his sire, is out of Canterbury 
Pilgrim. Hamoaze, his dam, was a great pro- 
ducer in her own right and was out of Maid 
of the Mist, another grand mare, which was 
by Cyllene out of Sceptre. A mare by *St. Ger- 
mans out of Myrtlewood would be very valuable, 
regardless of her racing class.

CHANCE SUN GOES TO BROOKDALE 
HANCE SUN, winner of the 1934 Futurity, 
has been added to the band of stallions at 

Thomas Piatt’s Brookdale Farm, Lexington, 

bringing to five the number of horses which will 

make the 1937 season there. Mr. Piatt has taken 

a half-interest in the son of Chance Shot, and 

the other half will be retained by Joseph E. 

Widener, under whose colors Chance Sun won 

the Futurity of 1934 at Belmont Park. 

The other stallions at Brookdale are Epithet, 
Prince Pal, Transmute, and *Justice F. Epithet 
was purchased by Mr. Piatt at the Lexington 
fall sales. The oldest get of the son of *Epinard 
are now 2-year-olds. Prince Pal, sire of the 
famous racer Mate, may be leased out for the 
1937 season. 

Chance Sun will enter the stud in 1937. He 
was foaled, at Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Court 
Manor Stud, Newmarket, Va., on March 23, 
1932. He was slow in getting started at two, 
and although he made his first start in May, it 
was not until August that he won. Then he 
won the Grand Union Hotel Stakes from Nautch, 
Rosemont, and others. At Belmont Park he went 
out against a band of older horses, was beaten 
a length by Deduce, to which he gave 11 pounds 
by scale. On September 15 he started in the 
Futurity at § to 1, won by four lengths from 
Balladier, Plat Eye, Omaha, Good Gamble, and 
other top juveniles of his year. Retired for the 
winter as leading money-winning 2-year-old, he 
was a strong favorite for the 1935 Kentucky 
Derby. Two preliminary races, however, showed 
that he had gone wrong, and he was thrown 
out of training. Attempts to bring him back 
to the races in 1936 also failed, and it was 
decided to retire him to stud. 

As Chance Sun is by Chance Shot (son of 
Fair Play) out of Sunaibi, by *Sun Briar, sec- 
ond dam *Missinaibi, by Rochester (son of 
*Rock Sand), third dam Mistrella, by Cyllene, 
he will provide an excellent outcross for most 
of the Piatt mares, which are principally of 
“Whitney blood.” 


ENZA-VITA’S BALLOT 

The oldest Thoroughbred stallion now alive in 
the United States, in all probability, is Ballot, 
which, if he lives until January 1, will be 33 years 
old. The venerable son of *Voter and *Cerito, 
his fame established by his record as a race 
horse and as a sire, has been a pensioner for sev- 
eral years at the Poplar Hills Farm of the late 
Henry Oliver. Last week Ballot had a new owner 
to care for him during the few remaining years 
or months of his life. 

For three years Ballot’s diet has included the 
combination feed and tonic sold under the trade 
name of Enza-Vita, and the old horse has done 
so well and retained so much of his vitality that 
last week Raymond Gentry, enterprising sales 
representative of Enza-Vita, accepted him as a 
gift from Charles H. Berryman, Poplar Hills 
manager. He moved the horse Tuesday of this 
week to a stall at the Keeneland race :track, 
Lexington, where he will be given every care 
(including plenty of Enza-Vita) during his re- 
maining days. 

The accompanying picture shows Ballot as he 
appeared last Sunday at Poplar Hills. Though 
no use has been made of him for four years, and 
though he has taken on the decrepit aspect com- 
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Ballot at the age of 32. Once a race horse of 
high class and later a stallion of great beauty, 
he is now in the condition typical of horses of 
extreme age, but still has a surprising amount of 
energy. He was transferred this week to a stall 
at the Keeneland race track, Lexington, where 
his last days will be made as comfortable as pos- 
sible. 


mon to horses of extreme age, he still gallops in 
his paddock whenever turned out and still carries 
himself with surprising energy. 

S. O. Richardson, president of Enza-Vita Labo- 
ratories, Inc., has become interested in Thorough- 
bred horses aS an owner and breeder. He re-

Saucy Sue, by Black Servant. She is to be bred 
to a stallion in Kentucky and then shipped to 
Mr. Richardson’s farm at Pemberville, Ohio, near 
Toledo, Enza-Vita headquarters. Mr. Richard- 
son also has two other mares, Carola, by Friar 
Rock—-Soria, by *Ogden, in foal to Crusader, and 
Affectation, by Marathon—Smirk, by Olympian, 
which is barren. These are now at Horace N. 
Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock Farm, Lexing- 
ton, and will be shipped to Pemberville. 


VITO JOINS THE ARMY 

A. H. Cosden, of Southold, L. I., on November 
9 presented the stallion Vito (bay, 1925, by 
*Negofol—Forever, by Ballot) to the U. S. Re- 
mount Service, and he was accepted by Major 
Wilkie Burt, officer in charge of the Remount 
headquarters in Lexington. Vito, which has been 
standing at David M. Look's Castleton Farm, 
Lexington, was a winner of $82,330, including 
Grand Union Hotel Stakes and Belmont Stakes. 
Though he got a number of winners, including 
the stakes winners Vitamin B., Vito was only 
a qualified success in stud, getting a type of 
horse which was slow in coming to hand, and 
thus not well adapted to American racing with 
its present emphasis on 2-year-old racing and 
races at short distances. 


LADYSMAN AT ALMAHURST

She was kept in training through the 
River Downs meeting at Cincinnati, and finished 
second in a 1 1-16-mile race there on October 30, 
the next-to-last day. Mr. Rogers has now retired 
the mare, having discovered that she is in foal. 
WITCHMOUNT SOLD 

Waite Phillips, oil operator of Tulsa, Okla., 
owns about 20,000 acres of land near Barbours- 
ville, Okla. Having decided to set aside some of 
the best part of this area for breeding Thorough- 
bred horses, he began the establishment of his 
stud last week by purchasing from Fred’ B.

DEWHURST STAKES 

HEN Taj Akbar won the Great Midland 

Breeders’ Plate at Nottingham on August 
11, Frank Butters, master of FitzRoy House, 
with a string of more than 60 horses in his 
charge, stood second to Joe Lawson on the list 
of leading trainers in England. Then Butters 
fell into the bad graces of Lady Luck, and for 
nearly three months he had no wins whatever, 
except a couple of races, worth 103 sovereigns, 
won by the 3-year-old filly Her Sister. 

On Thursday, October 29, the Dewburst 
Stakes, one of the leading end-of-the-season 
races for 2-year-olds, was run at Newmarket. 
It was a race which Butters had won for the 
last four years in succession, with Firdaussi, Mrs. 
Rustom, Hairan, and Bala Hissar, all owned by 
the Aga Khan (who had also won earlier re- 
newals of the event with Salmon-Trout and 
Zionist ). 

For this year’s Dewhurst Stakes Frank But- 
ters seemed to have no great chance of victory. 
He sent out two candidates, the Aga Khan’s 
Ali Pasha, a colt by Tetratema out of Teresina, 
dam of *Gino and others, and Princess Aly 
Khan’s Sultan Mohamed, a French-bred colt by 
Massine. Aly Pasha closed at 7 to 1, his stable- 
mate at 20 to 1. Odds-on choice for the race 
was William Woodward's Sansalvo, a *Jacopo 
colt whose three previous races, including one 
win, caused him to close at 1 to 2 and caused 
his picture to be placed on the front cover of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE this week. Second choice, at 
5 to 1, was another colt with an American con- 
nection, Sir Victor Sassoon’s Sunbather. The 
latter is by Solario out of Flimsy, a sister to 
Bostonian and Beacon Hill, by Broomstick— 
Yankee Maid, by Peter Pan. Flimsy was traded 
a few years ago by C. V. Whitney to Sir Victor 
Sassoon for *Call Girl, sister to the Derby winner 
Call Boy. (*Call Girl’s 2-year-old is the filiy On 
Call, by Whichone, which has started once.) 

At the finish of the seven-furlong test there 
were four horses in a blanket finish, but the 
fourth horse was Sansalvo, wedged closely be- 
tween Sunbather, which was second, and Ali 
Pasha, third. Winner by a head was the 20-to-1 
outsider, the grey Sultan Mohamed, ridden by 
Gordon Richards. Snowfall and Scarlet Plume 
were the others in the six-horse field. Frank 
Butters had extended his succession of Dewhurst 
Stakes winners to five. 

The Dewhurst Stakes result was not a de- 
cisive one, but any of the first four at the finish 
may go on to further honors. The value to the 
winner was 1,765 sovereigns (about $8,825). The 
winner, bred in France and purchased by Prince 
Aly Khan, son of the Aga Khan at Deauville as 
a yearling for about $10,000, has a thoroughly 
French pedigree. He is by Massine (Consols 
Mauri, by Ajax) out of the grey mare Rolly- 
buchy, by Filibert de Savoie out of L’Almee, by 
La Farina. 

The Jockey Club Cup, 2'; miles, run the same 
day, was won by the Ascot Gold Cup winner 
Quashed, which had only the 3-year-old Penny 
Royal to beat. 

C. W. DAMON last week bought from R. C. 
Frakes, of Lexington, the yearling Colonel 
Martis, by Martis—-Nutbrown Maid, which Mr. 
Frakes purchased at the Lexington fall sales. 
The sale was made through C. R. Valentine. 
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NEW YORK 
ATTENDANCE 
HE New York racing year of 1936, which 
closed at Empire City October 31, had a total 
attendance of 1,138,089, and gross receipts of 
$3,041,882. This represented an increase of only 
4,501 in attendance, but of $84,267 in receipts. 
What is probably more comforting to racing 
operators in the Empire State is the fact that 
this represents a steady increase which has been 
going on for the last four years. In 1933 total 
receipts in New York were $1,340,189.77, or less 
than half of the 1936 totals, and the sport has 
grown steadily more profitable, making possible 
a considerable increase in the value of stakes. 
Belmont Park this fall reported a total attend- 
ance of 114,344 and receipts of $289,305. Last 
year attendance was but 80,542, and receipts were 
$206.125. Purses and stakes amounted to $259,- 
780 this season, as against $245,175 last season. 
So successful was the meeting that Futurity Day, 
which had previously been a losing one because 
of the $40,000 in purse and added money distrib- 
uted, showed a profit of $500 this fall. 


MACAW 
In reporting the Maryland breeders’ show in 
this magazine a few weeks ago the writer was 
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guilty of an unaccountable oversight. Discuss- 
ing the stallion class which went to the black 
Balko, with Sun Edwin, Canter, and Identify 
finishing in the order named, I remarked that it 
was an interesting sidelight that these four as 
racing propositions outshone the other five mem- 
bers of the class. In making that statement I 
overlooked the big bay Macaw, whose owner, T. 
W. Durant, has severely taken me to task for 
my inadvertent reflection on his stallion’s class. 
Of course, I should have known better, for I saw 
Macaw race too often not to admit his undoubted 
class and am glad to have an opportunity of cor- 
recting this statement. —H. S. FINNEY.

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SIRES OF JUVENILE WINNERS 


TATISTICS compiled in the office of THE 

BLOOD-HORSE show a considerable shake-up in 
the list of leading sires of juvenile winners since 
this list was published in early September.

Bostonian, though his get have 
added some $4,000 to his previous total, dropped 
to third, and Matey’s Pimlico Futurity raised 
Man o’ War to fourth place.

“Sickle, whose 
12 winning 2-year-olds have won 34 races, is in 
a quadruple tie with Greenock, *Bull Dog, and 
Stimulus for fourth place in this list, but is sec- 
ond in number of races run, with Stimulus, Ariel, 
and *Bull Dog close behind him.

What may be significant of a slight change of 
emphasis is the fact that the 308 sires represent- 
ed have 979 winners of 1,928 races, including the 
racing of November 7. Juvenile sire statistics 
were published, in 1935, through October 12, 
when 920 juveniles had won 1,850 races, and 
through November 30, when there were 1,070 
2-year-old winners of 2,293 races. As nearly as 
comparison can be made, there are about the 
same number of winners, a slightly smaller num- 
ber of races than at the same time in 1935, and 
since racing generally has expanded, this actually 
means a larger drop than the figures indicate. It 
is probable that the year’s statistics will show 
a slightly smaller percentage of races for 2-year- 
olds than 1935 figures did. 

Purse distribution is up, however, over last 
year’s totals. Through November 7 first monies 


to 2-year-olds totaled $1,583,107.25, with an 
average of $821.11 in first monies per race. On 
October 12, 1935, purses totaled $1,430,400, aver- 
age $773.19, and on November 30 the total was 
$1,744,572.50, average $760.82. The current aver- 
age is the highest for 2-year-old purses since 
1932.

typed up sheets for the two new mares that have 
joined the stud. 


NOVEMBER 2. The weanlings got their treat- 
ments today in short order. It took us but 45 
minutes to finish up the 13 at the upper farm 
and 35 at the training stable for the dozen there. 
The stomach tube was used and the foals got 24 
ec. c. each of carbon tetrachloride followed by a 
quantity of a glauber salts solution which varied 
according to the size of the patient from 24 to 
20 ounces. They stayed in for an hour or so 
and then were turned out while the stalls were 
bedded and the hay racks filled, also their buckets 
were refilled. Tonight all appear to be well and 
in good order. The watchmen at each place will 
be observing the weanlings closely and it will 
not be surprising if we get a call. 


NOVEMBER 3. The salts are working on the 
weanlings this evening and the worms are com- 
ing from almost all of the patients. One colt is 
uneasy and has not purged. He has had a good 
dose of mineral oil mixed with a warm water 
solution of a tablespoonful of chloral hydrate. 
Of course he’s the best colt we have, but he’ll 
be all right by morning, I think. This morning 
we were hosts to the Mexican Army Horse show 
team, which group of excellent horsemen was 
paying its first visit to an American breeding 
farm. After lunch we betook ourselves to Pim- 
lico where we saw once more-the farcical thing 
of a breeder-owner’s years of effort thrown away 
by the lack of control of a jockey who apparently 
was unable to resist an impulse to foul another 
horse, and so marred for thousands a grand horse 
race in the Pimlico Futurity. 


NOVEMBER 4. Up and around the stock in good 
time this morning with a hundred-odd-mile drive 
ahead of us to attend a sale of Thoroughbreds 
that promised some bargains which materialized 
all right when we got there. A lot of cheap stuff 
that brought nothing cluttered up the catalogue, 
but it appeared that horses brought what they 
were worth in most cases. On return tonight 
we stopped to see the colt that was under the 
weather last night and found him shaping up 
finely. At both places the men report a good 
crop of worms.
